did opinion that a well guarded high li- 
cense law is a better way to deal with 
the evil, than with prohibition laws, 
which do not prohibit; and which did 
not prohibit when they were supposed 
to bo in fori’e here.

Think of the single offices, 
like New York and Chicago, that have 
well on toward 1,000 cniidoye<>8 each, 
then of the very large luiiulK'r with sev- 
eral hundrixl each, and of tho many of- 
fices that have in clerks and carriers a 
few scores or doiens each. Tho railway 
mail wrvice, with its 8,000 employees, 
must not lx> forgotten, and since there 
must be at least one employee to every 
office, carriers of mail to all offices, etc., 
it is burprisiug that we are able to keep 
tho nunila r of employees lower than an 
average of four to the office. It must l>e 
remembered that each of onroffleos, tak- 
ing the country as a whole, serves 1,000 
I»eople. Of conrse the small offices in 
the country do not serve anything like 
this number of la-ople, but the average 
is brought up by the tifficee which serve 
1,000.000 or oven 2,000,000 pesiple each, 
like the offices in New York, Chicago, 
Brooklyn, Philadelphia.

••turned them down" at tho next elec- 
tion the managing ixditiciana say they 
do not know, but they imagine the pro 
portion is large enough serionaly to 
affect elections in cloee states. 

It is becoming an axiom with the 
shrewdest iK>Iiticians in the country that 
poestwsioii of the i>atronage ia aaourceof 
weakntsw instea«l of strength to any par- 
ty. When men talk of a ]iarty being able 
to maintain itself in power on account of 
its ixisseaeion of the federal offices, they 
do not know what they are talking abouL 
For every vote that is won by these 
means a half dozen are lost by virtue of 
disappointments.

In fact, the 
office is as qniet as a church. But the 
wheels are in motion, and the well oiled 
guillotine is in steady operation. Every 
day about a hundred official beads drop 
into the b.a.sket os u result of the calm, 
matter of fact way in which General 
Maxwell takes up one large bundle of 
papers after another, lotiks them over 
and finslly xiinis hix name. Tlierto 100 
decapitations are of Republican fourth 
class ixistmasters, who of course are suc- 
ceeded by Demix:rats. For about eight 
inoiitlis this has lieeii going on. niid in 
tlnit time 20,00<J U-.-iiublicuu ixistmasters 
have given way to men of the other i>o- 
liticai fait It.

Tliiise ixistmasters are tlio men who 
serve in till) smaller offices of tho coun- 
try. Their salaries range from to 
a year. .iVs soon us uix.stmaster’s salary 
reaches #1,1100 his office becomes presi- 
dential— that is, it is tilUsl by direct ai>- 
ixiiiitmeiit of tho pn*sident, “by and 
with tho advice and consent of tho sen- 
ate,” It is significant of the magnitude 
and rapid growth of this country tiiat 
about (Bice a week somo fourth class 
IKibtofflce gets over tho #991) limit and bo- 
couies presideutiul. A good many ixist- 
masters in this country get only |t, #2 
or $3 a year compeustttiou. They are, as 
a rule, little neighborhood offices kept in 
private houses out in the country. 

General Maxwell tells your corrt»- 
•puudeut that the average of i>oetmas* 
ters’ salaries in the United States is not 
ovef #200 or $250 a year. Yet, as every 
one knows, tho rivalry for these offices 
is just as keen as for the biggest plum in 
the gift of tho president. General Max- 
well ought to know, fur be has settled 
'20,000 of these fights in the last eight 
mouths. 

The average number of applicants for 
a postoftice is alxiut 10, and the number 
of men who would like the appointment, 
but do not put their desires on record, is 
ranch greater. Some of tho bitterest 
fights known to the department are over 
offices tliat do not pay more than ^‘>0 or 
|100 a year. Often it is a case of rivalry 
between storekeepers who want the ad- 
vantage of having the postuffice in their 
establishments.

DiNOMAN’ft Ferry, Pa., Jan. 18.— The 
other evening a number of men won' 
sitting around the grocery store talking 
about hunting and fishing when the 
oldest man in the party — a man between 
70 and 80 years of age — said: 

•‘Talking about hunting, yon nnght to 
see tho kind of hunting we liad around 
here when I was a boy."

We 
could sit up stairs in the window and 
give them both barrels, I have fre- 
quently shot 10 or 12 bears in one night." 

•‘What did you do with theiui''’ asked 
the grixer. 

“Used them for fertilizer mostly,” re- 
plied tho old man as be took a fresh 
chow of toliarro. “and mighty fine fer- 
tilizer they make, too, after they are 
nicely cut up and plowed nndcr. But 
the bears were no thicker than the deer. 
I remember once when I was crossing 
the bridge up at Adams Ilcxik one dark 
night that 1 fell head over heels over a 
deer that was taking a nap after a big 
drink of water. But that was nothing 
when they were so thick that we had to 
keep dugs to frighten them into the 
woods. One man who was pretty well 
off hud some iron hounds sitting around 
the fields like scartx-rows. That's the 
reason the bunting was no good. Even 
the honnds got so tired of staling deer 
that they didn’t pay any attention to 
them, and so they became worthless. 
Venison was so common that a man 
could not eat salt pork withont being con- 
sidered high toned. But when we wanted 
a fine day's spurt we would go trolling 
for bluefish." 

*‘But there are no bluefish in fresh 
water," observed the grocer. “Are you 
sure yon didn't see yunr fish through 
blue Bpectaclesr’ 

•‘Sure," replied tha old man, with em- 
phasis. 

•‘But how do yon account for theblne- 
fisli'i''’ asked the grocer. 

•‘I can’t account fur them,” said tho old 
man, “any more than I can acconnt for 
a shower of frogs. I don't try to account 
for anything in that lino because it is 
mj'steriuus and beyond me, but I caught 
bluefish in the Delaware in 1H40, and 1 
bad a water spaniel traine d to go ont 
and bring in lobsters, and I guess I 
know what I'm lalkmg about!” 

Tho grocer, seeing he was mad, pacl- 
fie<l him wi<n a cigar, and the old man 
stopped talking and set about to have a 
good old fsiiUioued smoke.
